CHINA. 
SHANGHAI. 
We have advices from this port to the 20th Dec. ; the P. and O. 


mail from London Nov. 1 arrived out Dec. 18. The following 
items of news are from the North China Herald :— 


On the 15th Dec., as the P. and O. steamer Aden was procecd- 
ing down the river slowly, she was swept by an eddy off Pootung 
Point out of her intended course, and the consequence was that 
she collided with the Oregonian. The latter had just arrived 
from Japan and anchored in the stream as usual, in order to 
swing to the tide before proceeding to the wharf. The Aden’s 
port. bow struck the starboard paddle-box of the Oregonian, 
damaging a little of the gilt-work, and also scraping the bulwarks 
considerably. The Aden sustained most damage, having two of 
her boats staved in and davits carried away. ‘he hulls of both 
Mian were uninjured, and the Aden proceeded on her voyage to 

watow. 

An edict which appears in the Peking Gazette of the 22nd Nov. 
is instructive. In referring to an edict issued by the Empress- 
Dowager, the Privy Council (Vui Ko) inadvertently styled their 
Majesties Hwang-how instead of Hwang-t’ai-how, and for this 
offence the clerks and also the Grand Secretary are handed over 
to the Board of Civil Office to bedealt with. From this we may 
see how very careful the Chinese are regarding the titles applied 
to their own rulers, while wang or chun is thought good enough 
for foreign sovereigns. 

The men suspected of being concerned in recent thefts of the 
telegraph cable were again brought up at the Mixed Court on 
the 13th Nov. before Chen, F. B. Johnson, Esq., Consul for Den- 
mark, J. E. Reding Esq., Vice-Consul for Russia, and C, Alabaster 
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Esq., H.B.M. Vice-Consul and Assessor. The first man brought 
forward was Keh-laou-peh, one of the principals in the robbery 
of the cable in June last. He refused to acknowledge having 
had any further share in the matter than selling the wire, and 
pleaded in mitigation of punishment his advanced age—55. 
Sentenced to six montha’ imprisonment. H‘ieh-nui-hao was 
charged with having in his possession about 250 yards of tele- 

aph wire, believed to have been a portion of that stolen from the 
Woontcg cable. This he said he had got from a tepaou named 
Tsang-sui-t‘ing. The latter was called up, and declared that the 
wire was brought him by a watchman at the French godowns, who 
had caught one of thieves with it in his possession. After it had 
been taken to his house he sold it at Kongwan. This attempt to 
shift the responsibility necessitated the production next of the 
alleged thief, Tsa-woh, who asserted that the charge was alto- 
gether a false one, trumped up by the tepaou and the watch- 
wan ; and his statement has probability lent to it from the fact 
that had the watchman caught the actual thief, he must have 
got about 1,000 lbs. of cable and melted it up in the godowns, to 
extract the amount of wire in the form in which it appeared. 
After some further inquiry, two of the men were released on bail, 
and the tepaou and another remanded for a month to enable 
further inquiries to be made. 

An extraordinary meeting of the Shanghai Yacht Club was held 
on the 13th Dec. in the Masonic Hall. The Commodore being 
absent, 8. A. Viguier, Esq. took the chair. He stated that this 
meeting had been called at the request of Mr. C. P. Blethen, spe. 
cially to decide which yacht won the Autumn Cup. The force of 
Mr. Blethen’s argument was, that according to the rules of the 
club, only one gun was to be fired at the start of a race, and on 
the occasion of Nov. 23 one gun did fire, but the committee con- 
tend that in addition to the gunfire it is necessary to have the 
blue peter hauled down previous to the start, and as this did not 
take place, the committee disqualify all the yachts that sailed on 
that occasion. Mr. Blethen considered the decision was illegal, 
according tothe rules of the club. The committee having already 
decided that the Phantom won the Cup, the chairman asked the 
members present if they were satisfied with that decision. After 
considerable discussion, Mr. Harvie proposed and Mr. Lloyd 
seconded, that the meeting express confidence in the committee 
of the club—thus confirming the decision in favour of the Phan- 
tom. For this motion there were 12 iu favour and 1 against. A 
vote of thanks to the chairman concluded the proceedings. 

A little book has been published at $1, by Mr. A. H. de Car. 
valho, called ‘* Chinese without a Teacher,” being a collection of 
easy and useful sencences in the Mandarin dialect, with a voca- 
bulary. Although we have slender faith in works which hold out 
the tempting suggestion of learning without a teacher, we must 
admit that the idea of presenting a few common English sen- 
tonces in Romanised Chinese is a good one, and that these lessons 
and vocabulary, compiled by Mr. fi. A. Giles, of H.B.M. Consu- 
late, Tientsin, may serve a useful purpose in assisting those who 
‘wish to acquire quickly a temporary and superficial knowledge 
of the Chinese language.” 

Our Ningpo Correspondent writes:—A few days ago an opium 
shop in the city was broken into by about 30 Ta Tsiu men, by 
means of throwing large stones agaiust the doors and thus forcing 
them open. The men ransacked the house and effected their 
escape with 33 packages of opium, the value being over $1,000, 
and also a Cuinese banker's order to the amount of $300, Up to 
the present the thieves have not been caught. During the ecuffle 
that occurred whilst they were forciug their entrance, one of the 
coolies belonging to the shop was severely cyt about the hands, 
the owner also being wounded badly about the head. injuries which 
were inflicted with a Chinese hatchet. Both sufferers are how- 
ever recovering. A fire has occured in the house owned by Messrs. 
D. Sassoon, Sous and Co., and now used asaclub. At the time 
only a few of the members were on the premises, and by them 
smoke was observed issuing from one of the rooms, so dense as to 
excite suspicion. It seems that a beam running under the fire- 
place—which has not been used for some years—got ignited ; but 
after great exertions by members of the club, who had by this 
time arrived, the fire was put out, the only things used for that 
purpose being two ‘‘Extincteurs” belonging to the above-named 
gentlemen, but for the timely assistance given by which the fire 
would have been serious. As may be supposed, the affair created 
some excitement. Later, during the same night, another fire oc- 
cured in the city, which did more damage, burning eight Chinese 

ouses, 

A correspondent says that the winter at Chefoo has been un- 
seasonably fine, no frost to speak of so far, but weather more 
like spring. There are unpleasant rumours of agitatiun against 
foreigners being fomented by the literary classes in the province 
of Shantung. Commerce is making a great impression on the 
buying and consuming classes, and hence the attempt to aullify 
this by absurd stories against the foreign traders. Business at 
this port is tolerably good.

The Judge delivered judgment in the Douglas and Kwangtung 
collision case as follows :— 


The outward French 
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It appeared at the hearing that one of the owners of the 
Douglas owns 3 on her was also an owner of 3 shares on the 
Kwanjztung. In order to avoid all questions arising out ¢f this 
fact, and moreover, the Douglas having become a complete Wixck, 
the suit was amended by confining the claim to being against the 
cargo only ex the Douglas. 

The advocate for the claim at the bar estimated the due 
salvage remuneration at $65,000, but the respondents’ advocate 
admitting that salvage had been earned, estimated it at $20,000. 
The total eee salved was $450.000 in treasure, of which 
$56,000 was salved by a Chinese junk ; this treasure was taken 
over by the Kwangtung from out of the junk, but it had been 
salved, and I should hesitate to allow to the Awangtung salvage 
on that sum. The claim for salvage should therefore be on the 
balance of $394,000 only. I may here remark that as the labour 
is less in salving treasure than in salving an equal value of ordi- 
narv merchandise, a less per centage is usually given to salvors 
in English Courts. 

The observations of the Court of Admiralty and of Lord Jus- 
tice Mellish in the Privy Council in the Sappho, L.R. 3 Ady. and 
Ecol. R. 143 and L.R. 3 P.C.C. 690. referred to at the Bar, point 
to principles which should govern me in my present decision, 
although the two cases differ in their circumstances. 

In the present case, there were salvage services, not at risk of 
life or where lives or property were in much jeopardy, but judi- 
ciously and effectually rendered not by strangers but by friends, 
who were under special moral, if not legal oblization to render 
such services. All the circumstances tend to moderate the esti- 
mate of the rates of the salvage services, especially considerin 
the large amount salved. It is not probable that there would 
have been any loss if the Kzangtung had rendered no assistance. 
It was stated, and I assume it to be so, that all expenses of the 
appellants have been paid or satisfied on account. Anxious as I 
am in the general interests of maritime commerce to deal liberally 
with salvage claims, I think that $25,000 will amply reward the 
salvors; and I am sure that, having regard to what is reported 
at p. 695 of 3 P.P.O., it is as much as the Privy Oouncil would 
sanction. 7 

The decree will be for $25,000 and costs. 





Their Serene Highnesses Prince Philip and Augustus of Saxe 
Coburg Gotha arrived by the French mail steamer Ava, on the 
22nd Dec. They were saluted on landing by the Princess Char- 
lotte, the Nymphe, and the shore battery, and a guard of honour 
of the 80th Regiment was in attendance at the military wharf;

Their Highnesses proceed to Shanghai by the 
mail, but intend to return in time for the races. ;

A deputation of Chinese residents waited upon his Highness’ 
the Governor, to lay before him certain matters in which the Chi-, 
nese are specially interested. The most important point was an’ 
inquiry whether if the Tonquin junks, which now traded between 
that country and Macao, could afford them protection against ex- 
actions which are now made upon them by the mandarins, and 
against which Macao cannot afford them protection. They stated 
that Tonquin was not any portion of the Chinese Empire. His 
Excellency replied that the Government would at all times be 
prepared to resist any interference with the trade of the colony ; 
but with regard to whether there might be a right to levy duties 
on Tonquin junks, on the ground that that country§was tributary 
to China, he would address H.M. Minister at Peking.

: LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL. 

The Council met on the 20th Dec. Present :—H.E. the Governor, 
the Chief Justice, the Acting Colonial Secretary, the Attorney- 
General, the Acting Colonial Treasurer, Hon. H. J. Ball, Hon. 
P. Ryrie, Hon. H. Lowcock, Hon. W. H. Alexander, and Hon. J. 
Whittall. 

The minutes of the last meeting having been read and con- 
firmed, H.E. the Governor moved the second reading of an 
Ordinance to impose stamp duties in lieu of the fees payable to 
the emigration officer of Hong Kong, under the ‘Chinese Pas- 
sengers Ordinance, 1871.” 

e Attorney-General explained the reasons for the proposed 
change, and some conversation ensued upon its details. During 
the discussion Mr. Ryrie said he had been informed by one of the 
principal residents at Swatow, that since the passing of the Ordi- 
nance of 1871 it had virtually prohibited emigration at Swatow. 
All Chinese passengers at the ports now went in foreign bottoms. 

The Attorney-General said it was impossible that the Ordi- 
nance should have made things worse, as it simply took off some 
of the restrictions imposed by the Imperial Act. 

Mr. Ryrie said that in former days the Consul had winked at 
some departures from the law, which, now that they were appointed 
emigration officers, they could not countenance. 

r. Lowcock observed that the application of the Ordinance at 
the ports entirely prevented British ships from carrying Chinese 
seengers. 

The Attorney-General said the Legislature, of course, proceeded 
on the assumption that the law was carried out. The regulations 
‘were much less stringent under Ordinance 1 of 1871 than under 
the former law. It was very extraordinary that the Ordinauce 
should kave had the effect stated at Swatow, while the fees re- 
ceived in Hong Kong under it were so large that the Secretary of 
State’s attention had been called to them. 

The Ordinance was then passed as No: 13 of 1872. 

His Excellency next moved the second reading of the Ordinance 
providing for the payment of a salary in lieu of fees to the Sheriff 
of Hong Kong. 

It was agreed to refer the Bill to a committee, consisting of the 
Chief Justice, the Attorney-General, the Acting Colonial Trea- 
surer, and Messrs. Ball and Alexander, it being understood that 
the principle of the Ordinance was agreed to. A Bill for the de- 
tention of foreign criminals came next in order. Considerable 
discussion took place among the legal members concerning the 
use of the words “ offender” or “prisoner,” which would not be 
applicable in case of persons only accused. H.E. the Governor 
pointed out that, as the Ordinance was framed at home, and the 
term used would not lead to practical difficulties, it would be best 
not to alter it. Ultimately the Ordinance was agreed to as it

the steamer Scotland, and left next day for Hong Kong. The 
command of the troops in the Straits now devolves upon Colonel 
Crowe, of the 10th. 

There have been further changes in the police force, Mr. 
Plunket, inspector-general of police, left for Kagland on the 28th 
Dec. by the steamer Anterprise. and Captain 9. Dunlop, R.A., who 
has come down from Hong Kong, has been appointed to act in hia 
stead. Mr. C. B. Waller, superintendent of police here, has been 
appointed acting police magistrate at Province Wellesley, in the 
place of Mr. A. M. Skinner, who will become inspector of schools 
and prisons. The Hon. H. Plunket, head inspector of polioe, is 
appointed acting superintendent of police at Singapore. 

The year 1872, which has been one of serious misfortune to the 
merchants of Singapore, was not allowed to go out without still 
another failure in the bazaar, that of the Chinese firm of Choa 
Cheng Soon and Co., chop Eng Ho Soon, whose local liabilities 
amount to some $137,000, of which about $55,000 are due to 
European firms, $33,000 to chitties, and $49,000 to Chinese. The 
firm has also branch houses in Siain and China, and it is reported 
that the China firm has failed for about $300,000. 

The Christmas and New Year's holidays have not been marked 
by any gaiety worthy of note—in fact, have been more than 
usually dull. The arrival of the mail precluded the possibility of 
observing New Year's Day as a holiday, and all the banks and 
baa were open as usual, it having been agreed to observe 

turday instead. This year, owing partly to apathy on the part 
of the community, and partly, we presume, to the losses of the 
past year, nothing has been done towards getting up the cus-' 
tomary New Year Sports, and though one or two attempts were 
made to put the thing in motion, they met with so little encour- 
agement that they were abandoned. 

The next criminal session opens on the 6th January, and will 

asess more than usual interest to the residents, as well as to 

traits people elsewhere, owing to several important cases that 
will be tried. Among these is that of Captain Barker, of the 
steamer Bentan. for manslaughter, owing to the death by drown- 
ing of several coolies from the capsizing of a schooner he had in 
tow. There is, also, the important case of Joshua. prosecuted by 
the Chartered Mercantile Bank, for fraudulently making away 
with 650 chests of opium allowed to be stored in his godown. 
under lien to the bank as security for an overdraft of $400,000, 
There are also several other important cages likely to come up for 
trial, and altogether the session will excite more general interest 
than any held here for a long time past. : 

We are glad to hear that Captain Denison, of H.M.S. Zebra, is 
bestirring himself in the matter of the attack on the British 
steamer, Fair Malacca, by Chinese junks in the Laroot river. In 
consequence of a telegram from Penang, HI.M8. Hornet left yes- 
terday direct for Laroot, where she is to meet the Zebra off the 
mouth of the river. These two vessels go down to make inquiries 
about the matter, and we trust will be able to teach the offenders 
the lesson they deserve. * 

A very serious affray occurred at a tavern called the ‘* Fortune 
of War,” onthe corner of Tanjong Pagar and New Harbour 
roads, between some men of the 80th Regiment from the steamer 
Scotland, and some sailors belonging to that vessel. The soldiers 
used their bayonets, and the sailors their knifes and anything else 
they could get hold of. One of the sailors was killed, we be- 
lieve with a bayonet wound in the abdomen, and there were se- 
veral wounded on both sides. There are two men, a soldier 
and a sailor, lying wounded on board the steamer, and two or 
three others in the hospital. The police arrived while the fight 
was going on, and Corporal Barrow, a European police officer, 
while endeavouring to make arrests- and stop the row, received 
two or three bayonet scratches, and was pretty well beaten. Re- 
inforcements arrived, however, and a number of combatants were 
arrested, and several others were afterwards taken into custody 
from on board the steamer for having been concerned in the fight. 
Among the trophies secured by the police are, an old-fashioned 
cutlass covered with rust, and with spots of blood on it,—a jack- 
knife with a pointed blade about four inches long, and a heavy 
iron belaying-pin. The police are inquiring into the affair, and 
an inquest will be held on the body of the sailor who was killed.

Trentstx.—Very few transactions were reported, and little hope of 
mach more being done until spring. Prices atill were droopiag. 

Hanxow. —There had been a good demand for Grey Shirtings, but 
the market for other kinda of Cotton Goods and for Woollens had 
been very quiet. Lead LB had touched Ts. 5.20 per pical, but the 
closing quotation was ‘I'ls, 5 to 5.05 per pical. Holders were said to 
be firm with, however, very little business doing. Tin had fallen to 
Tis. 80 per pieul. 
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Carmnrane.—From this port there was no change to advise. Grey 
Shirtings were finding an outlet in fair quantities at about the equi- 
valent of our own rates, and Drills showed rather better values than 
thoee ruling here, but in regard to the other foreign textiles, our let- 
ters are silent. 

Saananar.—Piece Goods: There is very little of an interesting 
mature to chronicle, beyond a steady consumptive demand for Grey 
Shirtings and fair settlements for the season. There had algo been a 
speculative element in the market, contracts being made for Dew- 
hurst’s Eagle and good common chops of 84-lbs. for delivery after 
China New Year at Tis. 1.92 to 1.93 for the former, and for the latter 
Tle. 1.88 ; ordinary Dewhurst’s Eagles and good common Shirtings 
had commanded Tls. 1.89 to 1.874 for customary clearance ; 7-Ibs. had 
receded, sales of fairly passable cloth being recorded at Tis. 1.65 sub- 
ject to a discount of half per cent. White Shirtingsa: Speculative in- 
quiry continued, but sales had been limited at an advance, 60-reed 
being quoted Tis. 1.85 to 1.87, 64-reed Tis. 1.88 to 1.92. T-Cloths: An 
inquiry for Collie’s “ chop dollar” 7-lbs. resulted in settlements at Tla. 
1.51; Dewharst’s M.T. declined to Tis. 1.44, and fair Mexican placed at 
Tis. 1.85. Drillaand Jeans difficult to place at a decline on last quotations. 
Fancy Cottons: Black Velvets giving way, the Japan demand dying 
out. Prices must be considered nominal, and so indeed were all quota- 
tions under this heading. Woollens had been in very limited request, 
and prices were more or less;nominal. Metals: Iuead—sales of L.B. at 
Tie. 4.85 and at 4.90, one month, reported ; market very firm, with 
a slightly upward tendency. Iron quiet but firm, with no alteration in 
rates. Tin Plates dull and nodemand. Coals: Market rather weaker 
for all descriptions; arrivals mostly toorder. Quotations :—Cardiff, 
Tis. 9.75; English, Tls. 9.50; American, Tis. 9.50. 

Foocnow.—Grey Shirtings and T-Cloths no sales ; Lead, 1,100 pigs 
quitted at $7 per picul against Tea. 

Hone Kone.—In addition to the mail steamers, the Ulyeses steamer 
from Liverpool, Galley of Lorne from London had arrived, bringing 
fair supplies of manufactured goods. The approaching New Year had 
inducéd rather more business in imports, but the desire of holders to 
effect sales had prevented any improvement in price from taking place. 
Cotton Yarn: 16/243 were in rather more inquiry, but business was 
Hmited ; ‘best qualities 'had experienced a decline of about $1, but 
the lower qualities were steady; 28/32s continued in restricted stock, 
but as small supplies had arrived, and importers were willing to re- 
aliee under current ‘rates, quotations showed a decline ; 88/423 asked 
for at former rates, but lower classes difficult to move. Grey Shirtings: 
7 lbs. steady at late prices; stocks small. 8-4 lbs. taken to a small ex- 
tent at $2 34 to $2.37 for common. Best descriptions not asked for, 
and prices without alteration. 9 to 10 lbs. still wanted. White 
Shirtings: No demand, and values nominal. Grey T-Cloths: 
All descriptions exceedingly dull, and sales difficult to effect. Grey 
Drills: No change. Jeans and Shirtings not asked for. Fancy Goods: 
Very little business done. Velivets weaker, as advices from Japan 
were not 20 favourable. Woollens and Worateds: Broad, Medium, 
and Habit Cloths out of demand. Blankets in too large stock to 
induce any good demand. Scarlet Long Ells a little firmer, but sales 
trivial. Assorted being in moderate stock were coming into better 
request. S. S. Camlets rather more inquiry, and firmer. Gen- 
tians, Ash, and Black Lastings saleable at an advance of 25 cents. 
Crape Lastings stagnant, though stocks were moderate. I.ustres 
quiet. Metals: Nail Rod Iron rather difficult to move, although 
holders wero willing to accept a slight reduction upon last mail's 
rates. Bar Iron dull. Hoop quiet, demand for Japan having fallen 
off. Round improved about 30 cents. Iron wire very quiet. Steel 
unaltered. Tin Plates declining. Quicksilver offered gt former prices. 
Yellow Metal not saleable to any large extent, but importers firm.

Rice: In consequence of small receipts, and a slight 
speculative demand from foreigners, prices had improved a few cents, 
but the upward tendency was not strong, as the native inquiry was 
very light.

Grey Shirtings are 
reported. T-Cloths: 5 and 6 lbs. have met with some inquiry, but 
other weights have been neglected. White Shirtings: Medium and 
fine qualities have been in fair demand, and prices of medium are 
rather firmer. White Spots are wanted, but prices are low. In White 
Cambrics, a fair amount of business hag been done in 15/163 at rather 
weaker rates. Grey Yarn has been taken to some extent at former 
prices for 40s, but 18/243 are lower. Woollens of all kinds are quiet ; 
a small inquiry for Black Lastings continues. [ron has been dealt in 
to a very moderate extent, consumers still declining to lay in stocks, 
fearing a further decline in value. Copper Sheathing: Stocks are 
light, but there is little inquiry. Yellow Metal: The business done 
has been small, and prices show no alteration. Pig lead has been in 
better request, holders are asking higher rates. Coals: The market 
is steady ; supplies of Cardiff are light, but stocks of Weat Hartley are 
ample for present wants.

from Manila to New York, struck about four miles Eist of Ritel river, 
31st Dec., and wasa complete wreck, the water in her being level with 
that outside (17 feet) ; most, if not all, the sugar on board was melted. 
[Later.]—The following telegram has been received :—North Last 
settling down faat; will not hold together much longer; 15 cases 
cigars ashore; 8 bales jute entire, 20 bales broken; weather too 
rough to work; water level with decks; little more will be sived but 
what washes up. The sale is advertised to. take place on the 11th. 
The Drummond Castle (str.), McRitchie, which arrived at London, 
Jan. 30, from China, Singapore, &c. (via 8.C.), reports having 
experienced, on 20th and 21st, heavy W.S.W. gales off Algiers 
during which she shipped a sea, which stove port cutter, and did 
other damage. The Quang-Se, lying in the South West India 
Dock, loading for Singapore, China, &c., was found to have 
two or three feet of water in her; cause not known. A tele- 
gram from Butavia, Jan 31, announcea that the cargo of the 
Dan, from Singapore to Rio Janeiro, had realised £25,000 grose. The 
Chica, Laragon, which sailed from Cardiff Jan. 15, for Hong Kong, put 
back there 29, leaky, and with loss of anchors and chains; she was 
docked 30th, and arrangements had been made for discharging her 
cargo.

JUDICIAL COMMITTEE OF THE PRIVY COUNCIL 
HART V. VON GUMPACH. “. 

Judgment in this case was pronounced hy their Lordships on the 
28th ult. It wasan appeal from Her Majesty's Supreme Court for 
China and Japan, and raised several important questions as to privi- 
leged communications, and as to whether malice had been sustained. 
Sir Montague Smith deiivered jadgment, and narrated the facts, and 
discussed the questions which had been argued before their Lordahips 
by Sir John Karsalake, Q.C.,and Mr. Herschell, Q.C., for the appellant 
and by Mr. Benjamin, Q C., and Mr. Myburg for the respondent. 

The facts showed that Von Gumpach, an astronomer and naturalised 
British subject, was engaged in London by Mr. Hart, who holds a 
high official appointment in the service of the Emperor of China, to 
proceed to Peking to teach the Chinese the Westera sciences, with a 
view to the ‘‘ regeneration of China.” After the respondent had been 
some time at Peking, he was, he alleged, dismissed by the Foreign 
Board by the misrepresentations of Mr. Hart. Anaction was instituted 
in the Supreme Court against Mr. Hart, and several points arose as to 
privileged communicitions and malice. A claim of £3,090 was made 
for compensation, and £700 for ailary. The jury awarded £1,800 as 
compensation, and give a verdict for the salary. There had been a 
demurrer and also a rule for a new trial, which were decided in 
favour of the then pliintiff, the present respondent. Mr. Hart 
.was a British subject, and alleged that the claims made on him 
by Von Gumpach, being in re-pect of acts done in China by the 
appellant as a high official functionary of the Chinese Empire, could 
not be inquired into and adjudicated upon by Her Majesty's Court 
for China and Japan, and that he was not civilly answerable to tke 
Court; that the reports made by the appellant to the Chinese Govern. 
ment with respect to the conduct of the respondent, az a subordinate 
official of the same Government, were absolutely privilezed ; and that 
such privilege afforded a defenc: to an action in the Court. Further, 
the contention on the part of Mr. Hart was that, if not absolutely 
privileged, the learned Judge ought to have diree‘ed the jury that the 
reports were so far privileged that the action would not lie in respect 
of them, except upon proof that the appellant was actuated by express 
malice in making them, and that the learned Judge ought to have told 
the jury that there was no evidence of malice. It waa also alleged that 
the verdict was against the weight of evidence, and that the damages 
were excessive. These puints were fully argued when the appeal was 
heard, and their Lordships took time to consider their judgm-nt. 

His Lordship (Sir Montague Smith), in giving jud.nent, reviewed 
the questions raized in the action, and referred to the decision of their 
Lordships in the recent case of *¢iiughton vr. the Bishop of Sodor and 
Man” as to privileged communications and aa to expresa malice. 
Their Lordships considered tbat the reports made by Mr. Hart to the 
Chinese Government were privileged, and that malice had not been 
shown. The result was that their Lordships would humbly advise 
Her Majesty that, as the verdict was against the evidence, the two 
orders of the Court be reversed, and, if required, a new trial be held. 

The respondent will pay the costa. 


BANKRUPTCY COURT. 
IN RE LEGGATT AND Co. 

This was a sisting for a proof of debt brought by sicssrs. Dewhurst, 
of Manchester, agaihst the estate of the debtors, and in the alterna- 
tive against the estate of Gledsianes and Cu., also in liquidation, for 
£2,600, which had been rejected by the tiustee of Lezgatt’s estate. 
It appeared that Messra. Leggatt and Mesers. Gledstanes had large 
transactiona together, and had in conjunction bought a large 
quantity of Manchester goods. Messrs. Dewhurst now claimed 
ito prove against Messrs. Leggatt’s estate in the first instance, 
or to prove against Messrs, Gledstanes in the alternative. There 
were also a number of billholders represented by Mr. Raw- 
ling, and it was stated that in the event of their claims being 
substantiated it would absorb all the estate. Under these cir- 
cumstunces Mr. Winslow applied to the Court that the trustees of both 
liquidating debtors, and also the representative of the bill-holders, 
should receive uotice, and that the whole of the claims should b2 ar- 
cued together. Mr. Thesiger appeared for the trustees of Messrs. 
Leggate's estate; Mr. Jackson forthe trustees of Messrs. G'edstanes’ 
estate; Mr. Winslow, for Messrs. Dewhurat, the creditors seeking to 
prove; Mr Rawlins (Clarke, Son, and Rawlins), for the billholders. 

After considerable discussion the Registrar granted the application.

JAPAN CONSULAR REPORTS. 

The Commercial Reports of Her Majesty’s Consuls in Japan for 
1871 have just appeared. The following is a résumé of the con- 
tents of this interesting Blue-book, which we find was commanded 
to be presented to Parliament so long ago as August last year :— 

YEDO. 

Mr. Vice-Consul Dohmen reports that, by the Treaty of 1867, 
Yedo being declared to be not an open port, exact quantities and 
values ure wanting. Nevertheless, Mr. Dohmen obtained all the 
information that was available from the QOustom-house, and 
fogeign merchants, 

he consumption in Yedo of forcign goods appears to be very 
eonsiderable. In almost every street there are shops where 
nothing but foreign articles are sold. Yokohama has many ad- 
vantages over Yedo—a spacious and convenient harbour, banks, 
insurance companies, and mail steamers. Another consideration 
is that Yokohama is a well-built compact place, where life and 
property can be easily protected in case of disturbance ; whereas 
the ead of the foreign settlement at Yedo would be utterly 

ess. 

otwithstanding these disadvantages, Mr. Dohmen thinks—or 
should we say thought (seeing that this was two-years ago) _ 
that the establishment of a Bank, and the opening of the railway 
would attract more foreign trade to the capital. 

The arrivals of foreign built ships, owned by Japenese, are 
given as 357; those of native costing junks as 7,74], These 
weasels have to lie off Shimagawa—a very inconvenient anchor- 
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age, two or three miles from the shore—and the goods have to be 
carried five or eight miles to the commercial city. A harbour, 
near the foreign settlement, was in contemplation, in order to 
obviate this inconvenience ; but great engineering difficulties pre- 
sented themselves ; and the expense could not be safely estimated 
at less than three quarters of a million sterling. 

The land set apart under the ‘lreaty of May 4,1870, consists of 
52 lots, measuring about 22 acres. Of these 52 lots only 24 had 
been sold at the time of the Report before us, and the number of 
foreign residences in the concession was limited to six only. 
“ Therefore, although the ed has now been open to foreign 
trade’’ (says Mr. Dohmen), “ the settlement is still in its infancy, 
and, so far as one can judge, a thorough failure. The main 
reason for this is, no doubt, that, in the absence of a regular 
trade with the natives, there is no inducement for foreigners to 
invest their money in land or buildings which are not likely to 
yield them any return.” Other causes are, however, the exoes- 
sive ground rent—no less than £175 an acre in the city—and the 
far cheaper terms foreigners can make with native landlords. 

The number of British residents in this district was 36, but 
these were nearly all in the employ of the Japanese Government, 
a commerce being represented only by one person, and he & 

ggist. 

The large hotel, which, by the Convention of 1867, the Japan- 
ese Government engaged to push on with all expedition, in order 
to complete it before the opening of the city to foreign trade, was 
closed at the end of 1870. It cost $100,000, and it was sold to 
the naval department for one-fifth of that sum. 

The Government had engaged an American “ Agricultural 
Mission ” to improve the breeding of animals, and bring the soil 
under scientific cultivation, under the direction of General 
Capron, formerly Commissioner of Agriculture at Washington. 

The harvest was remarkably abuadant. Japan Rice was selling 
as lowas a dollarand a half per picul—less than a third of its 
usual price. 

The population of Yedo has been often exaggerated. At the 
last census it proved to be 780,321. The total population of Japan 
is given as 32,794,897, 

he area covered by Yedo is about 28 square miles ; and this 
city is therefore, next to London, the largest in the world. Many 
of the mansions of the nobility had, however, been either destroyed 
by the Government, or permitted to fall into ruins, and their sur- 
rounding estates turned into vegetable gardens or mulberry 
plantations. The ex-Daimios, since they were disposscssed of 
their estates, hastened to part with what they no longer con- 
sidered essential to their dignity. All the costly articles of fur- 
niture and ancient arms, which were lately so highly prized, might 
be seen in second-hand shops, and bought for a mere trifle. Many 
of the Daimios had availed themselves of the permission of the 
Mikado to travel abroad. The gencral adoption of English 
fashions had contributed to the security of foreigners, though 
the recruits of the garrison of Yedo appear to get somewhat ob- 
streperous after dinner, and Mr. Dohmen recommends that they 
should not be permitted to wear their side arms when off duty. 

Mr. Waters was building two brick barracks, to be heated by 
steam and lighted by gas, and also a suspension bridge across a 
ravine in the Mikado’s private grounds. Mr. McVean and Mr. 
Joyner were engaged by the Government to make a regular sur- 
vey of the country—somewhat on the plan of the Ordnance Sur- 
vey of Great Britain—as well as of the capital ; and, while await- 
ing the arrival of the staff and instruments required, were making 
designs for a technical school on a very extensive scale. They 
avere also giving instruction in mathematics, &c., for the purpose 
of enabling native students to be employed as assistants iu the 
various works in contemplation. The Japanese are exceedingly 
fond of acquiring foreign languages—especially English—and 
other branches of learning. The principal school was conducted 
by Mr. Verbeck, an American missionary, who had 400 pupils, 
and no less than fourteen foreign assistants to instruct them. 
There were besides many schools, both under native and foreign 
management, where similar education is given ; 186 pupils were 
studying medicine under the superintendence of Dr Miller, Stuff 
Surgeon of the Prussian Army, and Dr. Hoffman, of the same Navy 
The garrison of Yedo consisted of ten battalions of infantry, 
one squadron of civalry, and two batteries of artillery. This 
force, which perhaps constituted the whole army of Japan at the 
time, was being equipped and drilled after the French pri.ciple , 
and armed with Chassepots. 

The Imperial navy, though yet in its infancy, had likewise 

made considerable progress since the restoration of the Mikado. 

The fleet consisted of ten ships, two of which were iron-clads. 
The discipline is excellent, and the greatest credit is due to 
Lieutenant Hawes, of the Royal Marines, whom the Government 
engaged us Marine Gunnery Instructor, and who had sole charge 
of the organisation. Mr. Hawes likewise formed a body of 
marines. Both marines and sailors were dressed in the English 
style. A naval school was established for the instruction of 
young Japanese in navigation, and had already 226 pupils, 
dressed like English midsbipmen, und, “on the whole, good- 

looking.” We must, of course, leave to Mr. Dohmen the taste to- 
discriminate such delicate matters as “ good louks.” Facts being 

more in our way, we will content ourselves with mentioning that 

Mr. Fenton, late bendmaster of H.M.’s 10th Regiment, was 

engaged in a similar capacity for the Marines.

without delegating any power or leaving instructions with 
anybody during his absence, he now instructs his subor- 


dinates that in future rioters are to have the fullest 
opportunity given them of doing all possible mischief 


before they are put down. The police are first to be 
employed in the performance of tactics which the local press 
and publio deservedly ridicule. Then special constables and 
volunteers are to be brought into the field; and when all 
these forces have failed to put down the riot, the military are 
to be called out. “ Then, but not till then,” say the Gover- 
nor, “should the commandant be requested to call out the 
military. From that time all orders will be given 
.on the authority of the Commandant of the Garrison.” Such 
is the plan of action announced by a Governor who knows 
that his police is beneath contempt, and that the appear- 
ance of a few red coats in the streets instantly restores 
order. This egregious folly, however, is not wholly Sir H. 
Orp’s; his advisers must share the responsibility of it. 
When Mr. Biro# first made his appearance as Colo- 
nial Secretary in the Straits Legislative Council, fresh 
from the jungles of Ceylon, he electrified the public 
by declaring that when soldiers were called out against 
a ‘nob they must fire; and now Mr. Brappew, the 
Attorney-General of the Colony, gravely tells us, in his 
evidence before the Commission on the so-called riot, that 
“when you call out ‘the military, the civil authority gives 
“ over to the military authority, and there is martial law,” 
Now, if there be an elementary rule of public law familiar 
to all Englishmen of ordinary acquirements, it is that every 
man, whether soldier or civilian, is equally bound to put 
down breaches of the peace with the force necessary for 
accomplishing that purpose and no more ; and that the aid 
given by the soldier is given in obedience to the civil power, 
not in supersession of its authority. 

Is it creditable to the Colonial-office that men high in its 
service should be ignorant of principles so familiar aa these ? 
But the Attorney-General shows himself up still more. He 
talks as glibly of “ martial law” as if such a thing were un- 
known to our constitution,and as if the right to proclaim it had 
never been emphatically denied, only the other day, by the 
greatest living legal authority—the Chief Justice of England 
—in the Jamaica case. He also “expresses surprise that 
“there should have been a meeting of justices called by an 
“ official justice without Government sanction ”—surprise, 
in other words, that a justice of the peace, whose first duty is 
to watch over the conservation of order, should take steps to 
perform that duty without waiting for the orders of an ab- 
sent Governor or a Government clerk. This gives us a 
measure at once of his legal lore and of his miserable incom- 
petency. The memorandum winds up with the statement 

- “ that there is nothing to render it absolutely necessary to pro- 
“ claim the scene of any riot under the Peace Preservation Or- 
“ dinance ; and that if through the absence of the Governor 
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“there should be delay in procuring the n Order in 
“ Council, there is still very great power left with the Exeou- 
“ tive to deal with any riots that may arise.” If, as must be 
gathered from this passage, the Ordinance cannot be put in 
force by anybody but the Governor himeelf, and if, withoat 
its provisions, the Executive has sufficient means, under the 
ordinary law, to suppress all riots, the late Chief Justice was 
not far wrong when he denounced the Ordinance, in one of 
his angry speeches, as required by the Governor merely for 
the purpose of self-glorification, as an additional bit of lace to 
his official coat. 

Sir Harry's effusion is, after all, a fitting wind-up of 
his administration. He began by exciting the animosity 
of every class ; he ends by exciting their contempt. Before 


| he had been a year in office he had succeeded, with his ex- 


travagant projects for building himself a Government-house 
and Government steamers, in driving the whole body of 
Eoropean merchants connected with the Colony into form- 
ing an association to oppose his proceedings ; nor did he make 
himself more popular with tbe natives, with his taxes on 
their possessions, and irritating enactments. And as to the 
public service, it is notorious that almost every member of 
it, with a rag of self respect, has been driven into collision 
with him, while even his most favoured courtiérs cordially . 
hate the yoke under which they bow their necks. That he 
should now ‘end his career in a general break-down —in 
wholesale embezzlemant in the Government offices, in the 
disorganisation of the police, in neglect in the Audit Depart- 
ment, in ridiculous enactmente, and finally in proclaiming 
encouragement to riot, by announcing a minimum of re- 
sistance to it, and in throwing ridicule on the measure which 
he so long represented as essential to the peace of the 
Colony. 








IMPORTANT APPOINTMENTS FOR JAPAN. 

Tue Japanese Government has recently given instructions 
for several important appointments to be made in this coun- 
try of persons for service under it. We understand that 
H.E. Mr. TerasHima MUNENORI is now in communication 
with the Admiralty for the appointment of between thirty 
and forty naval officers and men to instruct Japanese in the 
arts of seamanship and navigation. This is a branch of 
education most necessary to the Japanese, as the loss of life 
and destruction of property occasioned by sheer ignorance 
and their inability to manage their ships has been appalling. 

Tt has also been decided to establish in Yedo an engineer- 
ing college. Railway, telegraph, mining, and lighthouse 
work having been commenced in the couutry a great ambi- 
tion developed itself for education ia the sciences which 
assist in the execution of such works. And there can be 
little doubt that such knowledge as comes generally under 
the head of “civil engineering,” in such a country as Japan, 
will of all things be most useful and advantageous. A principal 
with five or six under masters are to be appointed in England, 
and theirselection has been entrusted to Mr. Hua MATHESON. 
Tbe Government has had for some years back extensive 
machine shops at Nagasaki, where some small engines have 
been constructed, new boilers made and fitted to various 
steamers, and many repairs executed. These shops were 
originally under the direction of Dutch engineers, but the 
men were dismissed some five or six years ago, and since that 
time the Japanese themselves have superintended their work- 
ing. Now, however, it has been decided to place English 
engineers in charge ; and two men, selected from the largest 
engineering establishments in the North, have been appointed 
for this purpose. A shipwright who has been for fifteen 
years foreman in one of the best known shipbuilding yerds 
on the Clyde, has also been appointed to superintend ‘the 
patent slip at Nagasaki, and to assist in the building of any 
vessels the Government may desire to undertake. 

A step has been taken by the Japanese Government which 
indicates a desire for improvement much in advance of what 
is generally believed to be the wishes of the people, viz., the 
establishment of a school in Yedo for the instruction of 
females. This, at present, partakes more of the character 
of an experiment than otherwise, bnt we earnestly hope that 
the success of the venture may be such as to induce the Go- 
vernment to develop it further. Three ladies have been ap- 
pointed as teachers for this school through the instrumentality 
of Mr. R. H. Brunton, Civil Engineer to the Government, 
at present in England on leave, who has also sclected the 
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men for Nagasaki above mentioned. The three lady teachers, 
along with Mr. and Mrs. Brunton, leave Marseilles for Japau 

~ron the 16th Febrnary. Mr. Brunton, while in Eugland, has 
succeeded in making arrangements for adopting, in the Ja- 
panese lighthouses, Captain Dory's patent burner. This 
burner is intended for the use of distilled petroleum or 
paraffine oil, and by its means about three times the illu- 
minating power can be obtained at one half the cost of 
the common oil usually burned. It has been very 
largely adopted on the Continent, but owing to some 
disagreement between Captain Doty and the Trinity 
House, in regard to terms, our own lights have not yet 
had the advantage of it. In this matter therefore Japan 
is in advance of England, at all events there can be no doubt 
that this country has for the last two or three years been 
paying double the amount it should for the maintenance of 
its lights, and at the same time getting only one third the 
efficiency it might, simply because of the inability of the 
chief officials in charge to come to a decision on a question 
of terme. 








THE PANTHAY REVERSES. 

Tue letter which Mr. T. T. Cooper has written frora Ran- 
goon leaves no further doubt with reference to the very 
serious if not absolutely crushing disaster to the Mussulman 
arms in Yunnan. In one respeot, however, his account of 
their reverses suggests some doubt as to its perfect authen- 
ticity. The correspondent of The Zimes, writing in De- 
cember from Calcutta, spoke on the authority of Burmese 
accounts of the capture of Ta-li-Foo and other Mussulman 
strongholds, adding that T’eng-queh Chow (Momien), the 
frontier city defended by Tasakon, was the only point still 
in the hands of the Mahomedans. Ou the other hand, Mr. 
Cooper writes from Rangoon that Momien has fallen and 
only Ta-li-Foo, the capital of the Panthay dominion, re. 
mains untaken. This discrepancy in a vital point of the 
intelligence from Yunnan indicates a great degree of uncer- 
tainty as to the true particulars ; and we should not be sur- 
prised to learn that the Burmese, whose hostility to the Pan- 
thays is well known, have considerably exaggerated the suc- 
cesses of the Imperial arms. It is seldom that a Chinese 
army achieves its successes so unbrokenly as is indicated by 
an advance such as that from Li-Kiang-Foo to the Panthay 
capital, a distance of some hundred miles or more, with the 
celerity announced in the present instance. At the same time 
there can be little doubt that successes of greater or less extent 
must have been achieved, and we think it not unlikely that 
the liberation of an important body of troops through the 
extinction of the Miao-tsze rebellion in the adjacent pro. 
vince of Kwei.chow, which was announced in August last, 
may have contributed to swell the Imperial forces in Yun- 
nan to an overpowering degree. The presence of at least 
one European adventurer with the Kwei-chow army has be- 
come known through his correspondence with the Shanghai 
Courter; and if this man, with the artillery under his 
management, has been transferred to Yunnan, the victories 
of the Imperialists are easily to be accounted for. The 
Chinese officials would also be naturally eager to enhance 
their own claims to distinction, by gaining a substantial 
victory over “rebels” so formidable as the Panthays, at the 
very momeut when the Imperial marriage was about to be 
celebrated, and to usher in the personal assumption of the 
reins of government by the young Emperor. 

The Panthays have only themselves to thank for their 
misfortunes, if these have in reality befallen them. Had 
true political sagacity guided the actions of Sultan SuLEIman, 
as has been the case with his contemporary, Yakoos Kuavy, 

' of Kashgar, he would not have delayed for upward of three 
years after the visit of Major StapEen to his territories an 
effurt to cement a friendly intercourse with his neighbours 
on the West. Major SLaDEN’s expedition was.at Momien in 
May 1868, and it was not until the beginning of 1872 that 
Sultan Suvemman bethought himself of despatching his 
adopted son on a mission to seek enlightenmentabroad. At 
the same time he must have been perfectly well aware that 
since 1868 British traders have had complete liberty of resi- 
dence and trade at Bhamo, no more than 120 miles from Mo- 
mien, across the intervening tract between which places his 
own authority was at least partially respected. A European 
adviser would doubtless have counselled that every nerve 
should be strained in perfecting the means of communication 
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with Bhamo, where those material means of sustaining his 
contest which were absolutely indispensable to success might 
have been procured, in all probability, without difficulty. It 
does not appear, however, that any such intercourse was 
thought of, and the adventurous Embassy of last sammer 
was despatched too late to be of real service. We can en- 
tertain little doubt that, if even a part of the news com- 
municated by Mr. Cooper be well founded, the days of the 
Panthay sovereignty are numbered, and we look forward 
with feelings of sorrow to accounts of ruthless barbarity on 
the part of the Imperialista toward their defeated enemies, 
such ag were lately practised upon the uuhappy mountaineers 
of Kwei-chow. 

In reference to the young Panthay envoy, Prince Hassan, 
as he is called, we trust that the British Government will 
not desert him in his distress, and will continue to treat him 
as their guest. Without dwelling on the selfish consideration 
that important services might be rendered to British interests 
by so intelligent and well educated a Chinese if attached to 
one of our Indian departments, for instance, we may almost 
represent it as a duty not to abandon all care for the future 
welfare of one who has s0 strangely been cut off from friends 
and country while sojourning under our protection. This is 
& point which we commend to the attention to all who have 
followed the singular episode of the Panthay revolt.

Since the above was in type a telegram has been published 
from Calcutta stating that the Peking Gazette contains a list 
of honours conferred upon Chinese officers for taking Panthay 
towns. 


Ar a special meeting of the shareholders in the Oriental 
Bank Corporation on the 30th ult., the Chairman gavo the 
substance of the Bill which is to be introduced into Parlia- 
ment on the opening of this session, to enable the Bank to 
continue the privileges of the charter which has just expired. 
This Bill has been prepared in case of need, but will not be 
used if the charter is renewed as expected. 


Wira reference to the statement that the Government of 
Japan will, in the negotiations about to be opened for a new 
commercial treaty, push for an abolition of export duties and 
an increase on imports, The Times, in quoting this from us, 
says it does not see what difference it can make to us, so 
long as we have equal terms with other nations. This is 
certainly a novel doctrine. 


By a report in our “ Legal Intelligence” it will be seen 
that judgment has been given by Sir Montague Smita on be- 
half of the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council in the 
caso of Hart v. Gumpac in favour of the appellant, with 
costs. We think this decision very satisfactory. The deci- 
sion of the jury of Shanghai in favour of Gumpacn was one 
of the worst verdicts ever passed by a jury. 


Tue claims of a section of the shareholders in the Hindus- 
tan Bank who were original holders in the Imperial Bank of 
China have not yet been decided. The remainiug funds in the 
hands of the liquidators are still under injunction, and it is 
quite probable that the whole will be swallowed up by law 
expenses. 


Tue Foreign Office has issued another batch of Consular 
reports, but the only one in our field is that from Mr. S. J. 
MarTEN, the late Consul at Sarawak, which will be the last 
from his pen, as he has resigned the post. We understand 
that the Foreign Office have not yet appointed a successur, 
nor has any further action been taken as to the Consulate at 
Saigon. 

Tue appeal in the case of the Messageries Maritimes and 
the Suez Canal Company came on for hearing in Paris on the 
30th ult., and is not yet concluded. The telegram to The 
Times that a compromise was likely to be effected as to the 
dues is disowned by the Canal Company. 


Tue appeal case of the ATrorney-GenzraL of Hong Kong 
v. Kwok Assina was put down for hearing before the Judi- 
cial Committee on the Ist., but was postponed. 


Ir is rumoured that the White Star Company, of Liver- 
pool, intend putting on a line of steamers from San Fran- 
cisco to China, in-connection with Hoxt’s line.

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CHRISTIAN MISSIONS IN JAPAN. 


The following letter on this subject, with the signature * E.,” 
has appeared in The Times:— 


Sir,— Permit me, a3 a missionary recently returned from Japan, to 
make a few remarksin reply to the letter from “ A Japaneze Student,” 
which appeared in The Tmee of the 15th inst. 

The letter is deeply interesting, representing as it does so exactly 
the political and religious views of a portion of the Japanese people. 
Silence, however, on our side, might not unfairly be construed into 
an admission that certain vague charges against missionaries con- 
tained in it were unanswerable. First of all, then, let me ask the 
«* Japanese Student ” if the loyalty of his people to the Mikado hangs 
entirely upon hie pretensions to Divine descent ; if that be the sole 
or chief claim of. the Sovereign to the allegiance of 30,000,000 of his 
subjects ? . 

It becomes, then, all who are anxious to maintain the Royal au- 
thority to examine closely the foundation on which it rests; and, if it 
prove insecure, to transfer it as speedily as possible to a firmer basis. 
For, to use the able language of Isaac Taylor—“ In these times con- 
cealment and prevarication are being rent away from every form of 
government—when the loftiest and proudest potentates are rudely 
called upon to explain themselves, and to become intelligible, and, in 
these ‘last days’ the hurricane of revolution has unroofed, or has 
utterly overthrown, almost every sanctuary of blind faith and of de- 
voted feeling.” Now, it has been said in one of the answers to the 
letter of the ‘‘ Japanese Student,” that in the reign of the Tokugawa 
family the Tycoons adopted Buddhism ; but probably the writer is not 
aware that Buddhism flourished at a period immensely more ancient 
than the existence of the Tokuzawa clan or any Tycoon. Iteintrodue- 
tion three centuries after the Christian era was accompanied by amazing 
success, principally through the zeal of the reigning Empress, who hers-If 
became a most zealous convert ; and this too but a few centuries after 
the first historic record of a human Mikado. Again we may say that 
if the ‘‘ Japanese Student” is desirous of asserting the Divine pre- 
tensions of his Royal master, he must be prepared to bring before the 
rising generation of his people something of documentary testimony ; 
fot the young men of Japan are now trained to reason and debate in 
the scientific and incredulous schools of England and the Continent. 
Now, it is well known to Japanese scholars that the most ancient ac- 
counts of the Shintoo creed are contained in the three books, the 
“ Nihon-sho-ki,” the “ Kojikiden,” and the “ Kin jiki den,” and that. 
these books are written in the Chinese character, and hy consequence 
were not composed until after the introduction, avont 300 a.p., of that 
character into Japan, and in all probability not before 900 or 1,000 
A.D. Truc the Japanese were said to have had a more ancient mode 
of writing than the Chinese, but not a single work survives; and as to 
some ancient traces of it on a stone in the remote province of Dewa— 
Credat Judeus Adelles. As far then as the documentary evidence of 
Divine descent goes, the religion of Japan stands at an immense 
disadvantage compared with the myths of Homer and Hesiod. The 
fact is that no records claiming to be received as historic are 
more than two thousand years old, the mythical and the 
miraculous confeasedly engrossing all previous accounts. I have 
even heard it gravely questioned by most intelligent Japanese 
whether the Mikado himself belongs to the ancient stock of Japan ; 
the fact of his permitting his hair to grow long, in which he is fol- 
lowed by the Kuges, mostly princes of the blood. is instanced as 4 
eastom not purely Japanese. Certain it is that the earliest records, 
such as the O-dai-ichi-ran, assert that the first Sovereign established 
hiz capital in the south-east corner of Japan, in the province of Hiuga, 
which at the time was all he could call his own, and from which, 
pushiog northward and westward, he pacified the barbarians ( Yebisz) 
in the southern island of Kinsin. It isa curious fact that the presence 
of a foreign creed in Japan has of late years immensely moditied the 
Shintoo creed. The ‘“‘ Japanese Student” is probably aware of the 
chauges introduced by Hirata and his disciples, and the immense ad- 
vantage accruing to the present dynasty of that revival of the Shintoo 
creed ; and perhaps he is also aware that a vast amount of modern 
tradition is now being created by the leadera of Shiatoo thought to 
compensate for the poverty of the ancient records, and counterbalance 
the powerful influences of the Western creed which they are compelled 
to combat. 

Now, Sir, it is no part of our business as missionaries to bring con- 
tempt upon the Sovereign of any land. On the contrary, in our 
public worship in English, we were careful to pray for a blessing upon 
the Mikado and his people; but we do claim to be doing substantial 
good to the country, in view of the altered feelings of the most en- 
lightened, if not the largest portion of the people, towards the Divine 
claims of their Sovereign, to teach them that it is their wisdom and 
their happiness, and, above all, their duty to honour the King. If 
the powerful influences of Christianity do not ereate such sense of 
duty and loyalty to the Throne, what will be the effect in the minds 
of the ignorant when they realise the fict that the Divine descent of 
the Mikado, by which he claimed, and because of which they ten- 
dered their hearty allegiance, was, after all, a fiction and an im- 
posture ? 

Finally, as to vague charges of indiscreet and untempered zeal, theae 
may fairly, in the absence of specific statement, be called, in legal 
pe void from ambignity. As to the grave insinuation of har- 

ouring lawless characters, let me state two instances of the action of 
local authorities against persons suspected of the Christian taint. 

Some years azo a Japanese cut down one of his countrymen. He 
fled for sanctuary toa Buddhist shrine, and entered the priesthood ; 
he remained unmolested. After atime, with a view to detect deceit 
‘and wickedness, a3 he imagined, in Christianity, he frequented a 
missionary’s house and studied the Scriptures with him. He became 
a believer in the truth of what he read; he renounced his priestly 
duties and assamed the garb of a layman. Fors year or more he re- 
mained at large, when suddenly he was seized at the time of the de- 
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portation of three or four thousand Romish Christians and imprisoned , 
with great suffering, for two years. 

One other Japanese, who live:l in my house, was seized in expres#- 
violation of the spirit of Treaty rights, he being a domestic servant, and 
hia loss occasioning much inconvenience. Some vague charge of wear- 
ing two swords was trumped up against him. I was privately informed 
that he was that very nizht examined beforea magistrate on the ground 
of hia being a Christian. he last I heard of him was through an official 
document, stating that he was imprisoned ia the capital.—I am, &c. 


The following letter from Sir Rutherford Alcock has likewise 
been published by The Times :-— 


Both Lord Lawrence and the “ Japanese Student” would seem to 
hold the influence of existing religious faiths the most serioua of the 
obstacles to the conversion of the people of either race. This may be 
so in Hindostan, and it is far from wy intention to question the an- 
thority of Lord Lawrence on a matter so purely Indian. But my ex- 
perience, which has been gained chiefly among the Chinese and Ja- 
panese, points toa very different conclusion. I believe it would be a 
great mi-take to assume that any religious faith now existing either in 
China or Japan constituted a serious obstacle to the success of mis- 
sionary enterprise. Iam, indeed, persuaded that it is not a religious 
question at all in either country, and that any opposition experienced 
to the work of the missions is political in ita orizin and its end. This 
ia not to deny that popular prejudice and economic fears as to the 
alienation of property for Church purp ses by devout converts, or the 
pretensions of missionaries under French protection to recover Church 
property confiscated two centuries ago, may play a considerable part 
in China, thanks to the impolitic clause introduced into the first 
French Treaty, signed by M. Iagrené in 1844. But these are not re- 
ligious grounds any more than those which dictated a law of mortmain 
in nearly every country in Europe. The Tieatsin massacre of French 
missionaries and sisters two years ago was not due to any religious 
feelings, but to quite other causes of hostility. The Binzes have very 
little, indeed, to sty to such matters. They are neither active nor 
influential, being ignorant, lazy, and much discredited ; they are alto- 
gether out of court. Any small influence they may yet retain, 
whether in China or Japan, would seem to be as limited—as Senor 
Zorrilla declared in the Cortes was the influence of the Roman 
Catholic priests in Spain—to the mothers and daughters among the 
people. All the educated men, as a class, are either Taonists or Con- 
fucianists, and sceptics, so far as the tenets of Buddhism, or any other 
form of religion with which they are acquainted, is concerned. In the 
temples it ia very rare to see any congregation except women 
and children; the men, at any time, are very few, and those generally 
of the lower classes. Among these there may be some lingering snper- 
stition, but of religious faith I have sceo no evidence during a resi- 
dence of twenty-three years among them. I cannot, therefore, agree 
with the ‘' Japanese Student” that any difficulties experienced by the 
missionaries in his country arise from this cause. It is true that pilgrim - 
ages to certain shrines and sacred places are much in vogue in Japan, 
and among the men more exclusively, for the women were only allowed 
thia privilege asan Imperial favour once in a series of years. But I doubt 
the existence of any religious motive for the excursions, and agree en- 
tirely with another of your correspondents, ‘‘A Resident in Japan,’ 
that Sindooism has as little hold upon the minds of the people as 
Baddhism. With regard to the hostility of either ruler or people— 
Chinese or Japanese—to missionaries, 1 am convinced that religion 
has very little or nothing to do with it. It springs exclusively from 
other sources, and those of an Ultramontine character, and taking 
their rise from very similar feelings and motives as the opposition 
manifested in so many countries, Roman Catholic and Protestant alike, 
at the present moment. Its real cause is jealouay of a foreiga rival to 
the allegiance of the people, and a power which claims authority higher 
than any sovercign’s, and inimical to the free exercise of any power 
independent of the asserted spiritual dominion of a Church. 

Some of your readers may be disposed to ask, “ What has Ultra- 
montanism to do with the missionary question in China?’ And J 
think a perfect and complete answer is to be found in Archbishop 
Manning's exposition of his speech at Sheffield on the loyalty of Roman 
Catholica, which appears in The Times of this day, together with the 
able leader commenting upon it. Although Dr. Manning denies hav- 
ing said that Catholics must be out of sympathy with a State which 
admits freedom of worship, or that he spoke of the Ultramontanism 
he protessed as involving allegiance to a foreign Power or Sovereign, 
he clearly admits that it does so within a certain circle. And that 
circle, although he would limit it in words as one which surrounds 
only his faith, embraces, as you have clearly shown, 80 much of civil 
affuira, and go many matters on which the Civil Power has, and always 
hag had, much to say, that practically the limitation goes for nothing. 
The question of education—a subject of actual axitation here—in 
France and in Germany at the present moment, and the toleration of 
diverge creeds and forms of doctrine are both mattera of such essential 
importance that an uncompromising opposition in obedience to the 
mandate of a Pope or Church of Rome might create acivil war, and 
rebellion against the National Government. Yet, in both these, if 
Roman Catholics are pledged beforehand, as you point out, to principle 
laid down for them by the infallible authority of the Pope, how can 
it be maintained that allegiance to the State and submission to the 
law are unaffected? It is the independence of this power within a 
State, this /mperium in Imperio, which the rulera of China and of 
Japan alike onject to, as fatal to their own authority and supremacy ; 
and they resist its encroachments within their territories as the Em- 
peror of Germany and the Queen of England resist all similar preten- 
sions to the assertion of a power above the law, 

There have been two pioneers of Western civilisation and inter- 
course in the Bast. -the merchant and the missionary. And the ex- 
perience of the past has taught all Eastern races, China and Japen 
more especially, that of these by far the most dangerous to their in- 
dependence, and the moat fruitfal in external wars and internal con- 
flicta, 1s the missionary.

They 
not only conflict with their auperstitions-—and a people may be very 
saperatitious with very little religion—but with their love of property 
and of national unity. They clash with their traditional sense of 
loyalty to the Sovereign, by creating in their midst igolated com- 
munities who are “Catholics first,” and Chinese only in 80 far as 8 
foreign priest and their Church permits, That Protestant missionaries 
are less open to these chargea, and are in some leaser degree objects 
of distrust and hatred, ia rather dae to the non-interference of the 
Protestant Powers on their behoof than to any discrimination of differ- 
ences of creed or teaching.
